DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 7/20/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Note that "Cited on the ISR" is sufficient for statement of relevance, Applicant 
must still supply a copy to the Office for consideration. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings, as originally filed, are acceptable as formal. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim should 
begin with "A controller". Claims 2 and 3 should begin with "The controller". 
Additionally "characterized in that" should be changed to -comprising--. Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recitation "around 40 degrees relative to a normal of the base" is indefinite since it 
is not clear what the meets and bounds of "around" are. It is understood that the use of 
this language is not per se indefinite, but there is not associated discussion in the 
specification, and therefore, the meets and bounds cannot be determined. 

Also, the normal direction is not clear since it is not clear which direction this is 
claiming. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stuart et 
al. (2003/0005786 A1). 
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Stuart et al. Shows the claimed invention where three parallel arms (24) connect 
to other arms 14) which effect the movement of an end effector (30) for movement in 3 
dimensions; each of the joints (e.g. 26) having the ability of moving in a plurality of 
directions to allow the robot arm to move the end effector to the intended location.
